Ss honorably fill the places of those retiring from the ranks. 
3 ae The standard of cur schools can only be advanced by se- 


‘curing the best teachers, not those who bave merely the neces- 
ate oh sary intellectual _ qualifications, which includes a thorough knowl- 
| edge of the elementary branches of education, but who make 
thoroughness in teaching one of the main points. 

Pupils should not be allowed to pass from one principle to 
another till the first is perfectly understood. Teachers should 
also possess energy and self-reliance sufficient to impress their 
‘pupils with the idea that they have reserved force sufficient for 
any emergency. The dest teachers need and should have the 
_--—-.- ¢o-operation of parents, which can be manifested in many ways, 
4 especially by frequent visits to the school-room, with a view, 
not to criticise and find fault, but to encourage and assist if 
possible, by observing the method of instruction, then at home 
presenting the lesson of the day for review, with some practical 
suggestions, to secure a more thorough understanding; especial- 
ly is this necessary when young and inexperienced teachers are 
employed who are naturally very sensitive, and need encourage- 
ment and an assurance that we are interested in their work, and 
ready to assist if possible. But few know the trials and difficul- 
ties the teacher has to encounter in the discharge of their duties, 
or the encouragement that a kind word fitly spoken may give. 


OUR SCHOOL HOUSES. 


Some of them are very much in need of repairs, while 
others should be replaced by new ones, more worthy the name 
of school house, and of which the citizens will not be ashamed. 
In looking over the State School Report, I find in one town, of 
ten houses, six are reported as unfit for use, in others a still 
greater proportion. Yet this should not deter us from making 

an effort for improvement in this direction.

In the manner they are filled out this year show an improve- _ 
ment over that of two years ago, but still they are not perfect. 


The more difficult questions are, in some cases, left unanswered, 
while the items to be obtained from the prudential committee 


: . a 
are very seldom answered; these should not be omitted. Per- — 
haps some of our committees have never examined the register, 


and are not aware that their report is required. It would be 
well for teachers to call their attention to the fact. that their 


registers are not complete without it, and consequently they are — 


not legally entitled to their pay. The necessity for this is that 
the town committee is required to report the Same to the State 
Superintendent, and tiable to a fine if he neglects to do so. 
Ihave this year endeavored to complete the introduction 
of Harper’s Geographies, where they were not previously sup- 
plied, obtaining them at exchange and introductory rates, which 
were refused us last year. In the exchange of readers made 
this year, | think we come nearer a uniformity through the 
town than ever before, as we have them at an even exchange 


for any other in actual use, and I found in several districts, old 


books of different kinds, they never having made the exchange 
for the Franklin Readers. I believe all have had an opportuni- 
ty to make the exchange, and shall settle with the publishers 
within a few days, but can supply now if more are needed. 

I would recommend that the names of pupils upon the 
“ Roll of Honor” be included in the committee’s report, think- 
ing it may serve as an incentive to regular attendance and 
punctuality, which is very much to be desired. 


The pames as they appear this year are arranged in three 


classes, the first, which must necessarily be very small, includ- 
ing the names only of those who have been present every half 
day of three terms, without being tardy; the second class, the 
same for two terms; arid the third, for one term, either of which 
is worthy of praise. Na
